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SUICIDE OF PHILO McGIFFIN. 
END OF AN EVENTFUL CAREER. | 
A New York telogram, dutod, Pobruary 
“11, states :—Caplain N. Philo 3. McGifiin, 
‘who commanded the Chinese ironclad Chen 
Yuen in the hattlo off tye Yalu river in 
September, 1894, during tht Quine-J apan- 
ese war, committed suicide cagy this morn- 
ing in Uhé Post-Graduate Tlospital, to which 
he was recently admitted for’ treatment. 

He shot hinnsclf over the right ear. 

Tho nurse found him sitting up in bed’ 
with his back propped up by pillows. 
Blood was'‘strenmiug froma an ugly wound 
in the right side of tho heads °On a hittlé 
‘table dicectly’ at ‘the head of the bed was 
one revolyer and on the floor near tho ted 
‘another... One.chamber had buen discharg- 
ed from the pistol via the table. 

Whon Captain McGiftin was admitted to 
the hospital a pistel was taken from him: 
Ho had with-bim a tin box which contained 
his private papers. He was accustomed to 
ask far this box, aud looked over his papers 
at periods.'The -Inst_ time he- naked for it 
one of jhis nurses, Soseph Bennett, waa 
with him whoi he looked over his private 
papers. « 

“At 3.30 o'clock this morning tho nurse 
says McGiffin apparently fellintoadoze, it 
inbelieved now that he was feigning sleep. 
The nurse left the room for abuytdive 
minutes, then the plstol shot! was heatd. + 

A. nate which McGitlin left was written 
on two sides of a piece of papor torn from 
ws notebook, and reads as follows :— 

« Mom.-—Look alive that the bed is not 
set afiro’ by my shot.

A TRIPLE EXECUTION AT 
BANGKOK. 
A BARBAROUS BUTCHERY. 


tact Bangkok, Feb. 26. 

This. morning three natives paid the 
penalty of a crimo which was of 4 parti- 
cularly ‘atrocivus nature.- Some time -ago 
the trio had tortured in 4 ‘most barbarous 
fashion a young girl for attempting. to 
elope with her lover. ‘hoy: had proceeded 
with fiefidish ingenuity to kilbher byinches 
by breaking bono by bono, and allowed the 
oor girl to dic slowly under her injuries. 
Fifteen days were occupied in this distoli- 
eal ework, after which the unfortunate 
victim expired. For this crime a Siamese 
and his wife, apparently about 40 years of 
age each, and a’lukchin word arrested and 
tried for the crime.. Thoy woré sentenced 
to death, and after some considerable delay 
the death warrants were signed by’ the 
King, and the 25th February was notified for 
the triple“execution at Wat Mahakesan, 
behind the rifle butta. ° 

THE EXECUTION GROUND. 

The ground choson for tho. expiation of 
the torrible crime recorded above was a 
bare patch- within the wat grounds and 
along tho. edge of the Klong st Sapatoom. 

Though the locality is well removed.from 
the city and very difficult of approach, cx- 
cept by hont, the execution ground was 
crowded, frum a very early hour, by offici- 
als, Europeans, and crowds of natives and 
Chinese who filled the klong in boats or 
were perched on every possible vantage 
ground to view the gruesome proceedings. 
A small circular plot’ had beon enclosod 
‘by a blue cloth, and inside this space 
of afew hundred feet circumference 
Europeans, to the number of twenty 
or n0, officials, police, soldieta and execu- 
tioners were crowded. The scene wos as 
attractive as it was depressing. A fow feet 
away could he, seen the newly dug and 
shallow graves of tho criminals ‘about to be 
hehoaded, while moving.in and out of the 
crowd of natives could be secn the grim ex- 


~ | ecutioners with their weapons of office tuck- 
ed under their arms, and with a matter-of- 


fact air of business which somewhat jarred 
on the nerves. and attracted considerable 
comment. All attention was fixed on the 
movements of these personages conspicuous 
in. their red uniforms fringed with gold 
Jaco, and several of whom were of herculean 
| proportions for Siamese. It was remarked 
ow. tenderly and with what apparent 
sclicitude the small bamboo crosses were 
placed in tho dry earth. bird might 
ave pulled those stakes up; yet they wore 
intended to maintain the prisoners in place 
while the sword of Justice did its owful 
duty. ~The stakes, about a foot in length, 
having been arranged, fresh banana leaves 
were placed at the foot of each stake’ ax 8 
resting place..for cach, prisoner, a little 
attention that was cuxiously noted in view 
of the approaching tragedy. 
‘ THE CRIMINALS.” tne 
, These few preparations made and after 
éxamination by the Govornor of the gaol, 
it only remained to await tho principal actors 
inthe scone, The oxecution had been tixed 
|for 6 a.m., but it was now 7.20 and the 
condemned’ had not arrived’ A few 


-} minutes later, however, the prison boat 


wos sven approaching, and with chains 
around their necks the threo upfortunates 
were led by their gaolers into the small 
arena reserved for their ie punishment. 
‘The two male prisoners did nut sppear to 
feol their awful position very keenly, but 
the anbappy woman. waa scarocly able to 
walk ad to be borne along by: her 
gaolors. : erat 

As is customary & few minutes yraco—or 
eporiy—was granted the condemned. They 
sat down in a group in-front of the middie 
stake, and quietly and passively enjoyed 
what little timo. was left' them in chewing 
otel-nut. The tuk-chin goemed particulars 
¥ unconcerned, and chatted freely with 

ose about him, The Siamese woman ‘was, 
however, in « complete state of collapse, 
Resting her emaciated frame in o crouch:
